Helate Sir William Dick in Scotlaxd, at the ſpecial Command of His late Ma- 

jeſty of Bleſſed Memory, in Ofober, An. 1641. and upon the intreaty of 

Both Houſes of Parliament , and of the Parliament of Scotlaud, did moſk 

chearfully advance the ſum of Ten thouſand pounds towards the ſpeedy levy 

of an Army in Scotl2#d to Ireland, for reducing that Nation to obedience, 

upon the ſecurity to the half of the friendly ſupply of One hundred and ten thouſand 
pounds granted by England to $ cotland in Auguſt, 1641. payable at Midſummer, 1642. 
And for the more effeual ſucceſs of that ſervice, he did willingly diſpence with that 
his Right, and preferred them to himſelf therein, for Fifteen thouſand pounds farther; 
notwithſtanding of his ſuffering and bleeding credit, at that time at home and abroad. 
And of all that great Security, and after great Expence, and pains in proſecution of the 
fame, did only receive in Az. 1643. the ſum of Five thouſand fix hundred pounds, and 
was forced to ſuperſede the Remainder upon Intereſt : Which ſmall ſum ſo received, he 
alſo in his continuing zeal to His Majeſties command, and: Parliaments defire, did im- 
ploy by Sea-ſervice againſt Ireland, Ax. 1643. and 1644+ then amounting to another ſum 
of Twelve thouſand pounds. 
That for want thereof, and of that his ſo ſolemn Security by His late Majeſty, and 
Both Houſes of Parliament theſe Thirty years paſt, and of the ſmall Allowance of Five 
pounds weakly (formerly granted, and well paid to the (aid Sir William, and his nu- 
merous deſolate Family, for their ſupport and ſubfiſtance, by that Parliament, till the 
twenty nineth of May,1660. bur then diſcharged and taken away by His Majeſty.) And 
of the ſum. of Two thouſand pounds ordered by that happy and healing meeting of 
Parliament the Twenty fourth of- December, 1660. out of the Arrears of Exciſe before 
that time due, in lieu of that weakly ſupport, ſo unexpectedly taken away from them 3 


| but all taken up and received by His Majeſty.

And that the Streams of your Juſtice, after ſo long 
Patience and Attendance at your Doors, may run down as Rivers to your Petitioner, 
the Sor, and Executor, and Succeſſor aforefaid for bimſelf, and that bis deſolate 
Family, and many bundreds of Widows, Orphans, and Fatberleſs, with whoſe 
Eſtates his late Father tas intruſted ; by appointing a Committee to ſtate bis juft 
Debt, and report the ſame for all poſſible Satisfafion and Security, As Honor, 
Fuſtice, Conſcience, and th? Common Truſt of all Nations, ſhall think, fitting to be
